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WHAT LIES BEHIND YOUR JOB? 
A New Year’s Editorial 


Not long ago I met a teacher of small children and she 
made what to me was a most astonishing statement. She 
said ‘‘The best part of a teaching position is when you 
aren't there’’ and ‘‘The reason I decided to teach was be- 
eause | would get such a long vacation.’’ 

Apparently the teaching itself meant nothing to her— 
the development of the childrens’ minds, the good influence 
she could exert on the children, the ideals she could implant 
in their minds; the chance she had of making them good, 
solid American citizens. 

As she was a mere casual acquaintance I have no way 
of knowing how successful she was in her chosen job — her 
attitude does not justify calling it a position or a profes- 
sion but I should think not very successful when she 
taught only for the profit she herself could get out of it 
and the leisure time it provided. 

The same is true of almost any job, or position or pro- 
fession. It is not the work itself that counts, but the ideals, 
the service, the influence for good, that lie behind it. 

When you sell pipe covering, you sell the service that 
gives the customer a real saving in coal; you sell him ‘‘com- 
fort’’ in severe winter weather. 

When you sell asbestos shingles you sell, not the 
shingle itself, but the safety from fire, protection from rain 
and the other elements, perhaps protect your customer 
from actual loss of life. 

Brake Lining is not made for the money (profit) 
which results from its sale it is made to save lives, to 
place in the hands of a large public, a luxury which, with- 
out good dependable brake lining, would constitute a men- 
ace rather than a pleasure. 

Take any other job, no matter how humble. Why does 
the street cleaner collect waste and refuse that is of no use 
to anyone? What is his real job? The making of a clean, a 
beautiful city, one of which its residents can be proud. 

The clerk who tabulates sales or makes records of vari- 
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ous kinds is perhaps providing the public with some pleas- 
ure or luxury or comfort which would otherwise not be 
available, because his records and figures show the heads 
of the firm just how it can sell its product at a price which 
puts it within reach of a larger portion of the public. 

Employers will find that the more interest they ean in- 
still in employees, the more they can impress on the em- 
ployee the service represented by the product made or sold, 
the better will the work be performed and loyalty to the 
firm and its products will increase many times. 

During 1938 let us all strive to think of the real mean- 
ing which lies back of the work we are doing — let us sell, 
or help to sell, not asbestos, nor shingles, nor pipe covering, 
nor brake lining, but fire protection, comfort, safety.

Herbert Abraham, President of The Ruberoid Co., be- 
lieves that the nation-wide movement to stimulate private 
building means encouragement for 1938: 

One of the most encouraging indications for 1938 has 
been the development in recent months of a nation-wide 
movement to stimulate private activity in the field of resi- 
dential construction. The Asbestos Industry, many of 
whose products are now recognized as essential to the mod- 
ern home, should, of course, benefit greatly by any sub- 
stantial revival in this direction. 

The beneficial effects of a successful housing program 
would, moreover, extend far beyond the building and As 
bestos Industries. The past has shown that continued pro- 
gress toward economic equilibrium in this country has al- 
ways depended, in a large degree, upon the amount of 
building activity. The reason, with perhaps two or three 
exceptions, is that building operations provide markets for 
raw materials and purchasing power in the form of wages, 
in larger dollar volume and over a wider front than any 
other industry. It follows, therefore, that any sound effort 
to stimulate home building and home modernization must 
be regarded as of the highest importance to the whole re- 
covery movement. There are, as a matter of fact, substan- 
tial reasons for believing that such an effort is one of the 
outstanding things needed to give all business the forward 
push that is required to renew its momentum.

In spite of the curtailment in the last few months, 1937 
may be considered a year of prosperity and it is our hope 
that 1938 may be equally so. Probably most of your readers 
are in the United States and it may be interesting to them 
to hear from a producer that practically all foreign demand 
is remaining strong. Is it too much to hope that with busi- 
ness holding well elsewhere, the present recession in the 
United States may be of short duration?

G. D. Crabbs, President, The Philip Carey Manufac- 
turing Co., discusses the business situation and looks 
forward to 1938 with confidence : 


In general the Asbestos Industry, including asbestos- 
cement shingles, sidings and related products together with 
asbestos paper, millboard and low pressure covering, has 
enjoyed a fairly good year during 1937. It is my opinion 
that while the volume of business available in the first six 
months of 1938 is apt to be considerably lower than that 
enjoyed in 1937, the combination of a general improvement 
in business, a proportionately greater improvement in 
building construction and the merit of these materials as 
compared to other building materials with which they are 
in competition will result in an appreciable volume of busi- 
ness in the last half of the year with the possibility of hav- 
ing the year as a whole compare favorably with 1937. 

While continued attacks on the general business strue- 
ture by the Administration could result in a very serious 
setback, it is my hope that reported changes in attitude of 
not only the Administration but of Congress as a whole 
will result in constructive changes by the Federal Govern- 
ment and that as soon as these changes are apparent there 
will promptly be a favorable reaction in the general level 
of business.

Ernest Muehleck, President, Keasbey & Mattison Com- 
pany, extends grectings to the Asbestos Industry and ex- 
presses the belief that the present phase of curtailed busi- 
ness activity will be comparatively short-lived: 

At this, my first opportunity, I take pleasure in ex- 
tending greetings and best wishes for happiness and pros- 
perity during 1938 to everyone engaged in the Asbestos In- 
dustry. 

In spite of the fact that the New Year opens its doors 
with a feeling of uncertainty predominant in the minds of 
many, the Keasbey & Mattison Company is pressing for- 
ward with its extensive expansion and development pro- 
gram of asbestos and magnesia products for use in connee- 
tion with building construction, industrial, chemical, pow- 
er and water plants. 

The new works at Ambler, Pa., for the manufacture 
of ‘‘Century’’ asbestos-cement pipes, will be in production 
early in January, and the one in St. Louis by about the 
middle of the year. Other products for 1938 are also in the 
course of development. 

By taking the long view and giving due consideration 
to the prevailing economic, social and industrial conditions 
in this country, we cannot help but feel that the present 
phase of curtailed business activity, through which we are 
passing, will be comparatively short-lived; that it is a per- 
iod during which, firstly, Government, Industry and Labor 
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will obtain a truer and better understanding of each 
other’s problems and difficulties; secondly, a greater per- 
centage of the elected representatives responsible for the 
enactment of our Federal laws will realize their obliga- 
tions to the nation as a whole, rather than to their local 
constituents; thirdly, labor will awaken to the fact that 
membership in trades unions, unless legally constituted, 
can neither guarantee employment nor social security; 
fourthly, everyone concerned will learn to appreciate that 
excessively high hourly wages are not necessarily real 
wages, and that security of employment and improved liv- 
ing and working conditions mean a great deal more, so 
that finally, a better balance between economies and sociol- 
ogy on the one hand, and science and industry on the other, 
may be achieved. 

Lewis H. Brown, President, Johns-Manville Corpora- 
tion, expresses the hope that in 1938 Government will co- 
operate with Business — and Business with Government : 


For the past nine months, new orders received by In- 
dustry in the United States have been coming in at a slower 
pace. Production has been maintained by gradually eating 
into the backlogs of orders on hand. 

Today, many manufacturing plants are feeling the 
pinch of lack of business and have been forced to curtail 
their operations. Many factors contributed to this business 
recession but, in my opinion, one of the most important of 
these is the apprehension of business that it will be regulat- 
ed to the point where it cannot perform its normal fune- 
tions. 

My hope is that Congress will encourage the coopera- 
tion of business for I am convineed that only through the 
unselfish cooperation of Government with Business and 
Business with Government, can we prevent the present re- 
cession from assuming serious proportions. 

There are many constructive factors which should give 
us cause for optimism and with the proper opportunity for 
these factors to assert themselves, I personally believe that 
in 1938 it would be possible for us to see a resumption of 
the prosperous times we all wish for so fervently. 
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May I take this opportunity to express the hope that 
in these crucial times, a way will be found to start all In- 
dustry on the road again to more prosperous times. 


S. Simpson, President of Raybestos-Manhattan, Inc., 
wishes the Industry a successful year and comments on the 
present political and economic situation: 


I sincerely wish the asbestos industry a most successful 
year and trust that it will be as good as 1937, although I do 
not have much hope that it will be. Still, | am not pessimis- 
tie. 

We were going along at a very rapid clip and it was 
not unexpected to have a slight recession. The only trouble 
as I see it is, how long will.this recession continue if we do 
not know what our goal is. 

I think the uncertainty of the business and political 
interests of the country is the main cause of the present 
depression. We have too many ‘‘isms’’, too many ‘‘ would 
be’’ and hopeful cures, as well as too much ‘‘wishful’’ 
thinking. 

I only wish our political and labor interests would sud- 
denly realize that they cannot get along without industry 
and that industry for the past twenty-five years has been 
more than willing to cooperate with labor and with the 
Government. If they would, a great step would be won 
toward settlement of the present unrest. 

I have been in industry for nearly fifty years and the 
tremendous benefits that have accrued to labor and the 
country as a whole during this time are astounding. I am 
sure that many of the present day men do not stop to think 
(whether they are white collar men or shop men) what 
these vast differences have meant to themselves and their 
families. 

We have cured many ills in industry and business, 
but just as soon as the sun shines, if industry and business 
—both employer and employee—do not have the opportun- 
ity of personal or individual advancement, that will create 
an incentive to acquire advancement and leadership or ma- 
terial benefits we will go back so far it may take fifty years 
to recover. 
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It seems to me that many men are losing track of the 
fact that riches with many is not the only thing in the 
world. Thousands and thousands of our most successful 
men have never acquired money. Knowledge and leadership 
make them perfectly happy and content and this is only 
one of the things that in America has advanced beyond any 
other country in the world, to my knowledge, past or pres- 
ent. 


In this great country of ours, advancement, leader- 
ship and material benefits can be acquired by any man who 
is willing to sacrifice time and put some effort into reach- 
ing the goal he desires to attain. The Asbestos Industry 
alone has produced many outstanding men who have ae 
quired this suecess by their own efforts. 


A year of hard work with consequent reward is pre- 
dicted by F. E. Schluter, President of Thermoid Company: 

I have long since learned that individuals who have 
the courage to predict the trend of business for a period 
beyond three months can be congratulated for their cour- 
age but very seldom for their judgment. 


The last quarter of this year has seen substantial busi- 
ness recession. The very sharpness of the contraction 
should hasten the day when improvement sets in. As you 
know, since 1929 the natural economie forces, better known 
as the supply and demand factors, have seldom been per- 
mitted to assert themselves. I have reference to the at- 
tempts at influencing, and more recently, controlling busi- 
ness. Business executives finally and seemingly at this 
point just seemed to refuse to use Company’s reserves to 
cushion the decline. Because of the Undistributed Profits 
Tax companies cannot accumulate reserves without great 
penalty. 

The above statement is an indirect way of saying that 
business should improve soon after the turn of the year. 
We expect it in our line. We do not think it will be back 
to the early 1937 level any time during the year 1938. Ev- 
erybody should tighten his belt and work that much hard- 
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er. Everybody has been aroused from the resting period 
which seemed to take place last summer. 

Particularizing in the Asbestes Industry and its relat- 
ed lines, it is going to be a doubiy difficult period for both 
salesmen and executives. The price of asbestos has been 
raised almost to an unreasonable extent at a time when 
many other commodities have declined in price. The de- 
mands for price concessions will be greater than ever. The 
temptation to weaken will be greater for manufacturers 
who will have fewer orders. At the end of 1938 the earnings 
statements of the respective companies will indicate with 
what courage executives of companies have insisted on a 
reasonable spread on their products and also will indicate 
to the executives in each company what members of the 
sales organization are ‘‘order takers’’ as distinguished 
from these who are really salesmen or ambassadors of con- 
structive effort. 

[ am confident that American ingenuity and resouree- 
fulness will be equal to the situation. If the above be true, 
then a year hence we can look back and say ‘‘It was a good 
thing for all of us’’. 


A. &. Burgstre sser, President Norristown Magnesia 
& Asbestos Co., expresses appreciation to those who have 
contributed to the progress of the Asbestos Industry dur- 
ing the past year: 


The year 1957 has proven that with near normal econ- 
ditions the Asbestos Industry takes its place with other in- 
dustries and in many eases probably achieves a better po- 
sition than others due to the fact that it is developing new 
uses for Asbestos products and, when given an opportun- 
ity, the Industry as a whole benefits from such careful 
planning. 

To all members of the Industry who have contributed 
to such thoughtful planning, we extend congratulations for 
the New Year and appreciation for the efforts they have 
put forth to make the Industry successful.

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GENERAL ELECTRIC PLASTICS 


Asbestos used at new Pittsfield plant 
as well as at Meriden and Lynn factories 


The Plastics Department of the General Electric 
Company has recently opened a new molding plant at 
Pittsfield, Mass., which is entirely devoted to research, 
development, design and manufacture of molded plasties 
products. Representing an investment of approximately 
one million dollars, the new plant is the scene of the 
major part of its plasties activities. 

The manufacture of plastics parts by General Eleec- 
tric started over 40 years ago with the production of a 
few component parts for use on G-E products. In the 
development of the plastics art and the tremendous in- 
crease in the use of plastics parts has come a growth of 
similar proportions in General Electric activities in this 
field, until the business has trebled within the last five 
years. 

At the present rate of production General Electric 
uses about twenty-four carloads of asbestos fibre a year 
in the manufacture of plastics, most of this going into 
their cold-molded production at their Meriden, Conn., 
plant, but much also being used in the heat-resistant 
phenolic hot-molded products at the main plant in Pitts- 
field. Asbestos fabric and asbestos paper are used in their 
laminated plastics production at the Lynn, Mass., plant. 

Generally speaking plastics products which are used 
at temperatures below 300 degrees F., usually have a 
filler of cellulose, while those which must withstand 
temperatures higher than that value have inorganic fillers, 
of which asbestos is the most common. 

In the new Pittsfield plant 324 presses are at present 
set up, by far the largest number of presses operated by 
any single molder in the country; approximately 300 
additional presses are operated at other plants. To keep 
constantly abreast of the research, development and 
manufacturing problems presented in the industry a staff 
of 36 trained engineers is employed at the headquarters’ 
plant in Pittsfield. 
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THOUGHT vs. RUBBER STAMPING

TILO ROOFING COMPANY, Inc. 
produces Asbestos Cement Siding 


The Tilo Roofing Company, Inc., nearly a year ago 
erected a plant and installed equipment for the manufac- 
ture of asbestos-cement shingles. Production was started on 
March 31, 1937. This new plant was built adjacent to Tilo’s 
asphalt shingle plant in Stratford, Conn.

Tilo produces two shingles for siding ; one in gray, and 
another in white. In its study of asbestos siding among 
consumers, Tilo concluded that an asbestos siding should be 
waterproofed. Therefore this is one of the outstanding fea- 
tures in all Tilo asbestos siding.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS 





General business conditions are discussed at some 
length in the ‘‘Greetings’’ of leading executives in the 
Asbestos Industry which perhaps makes it unnecessary for 
us to add anything of that sort here. 


Readers, however, will be interested in comment on 
the outlook for 1938 written by one outside the Asbestos 
circle, that of Gerard Swope, President, General Electric 
Company. Mr. Swope says: 

‘*Basie conditions are sound. The farmers have had 
bountiful crops, at good prices, and there is plenty of food 
for all our people. The cotton crop has been good and, altho 
prices are low, with the improvement in methods the profit 
to the grower is greater. Oil is flowing freely. The main 
disturbance to our economic order is due to lack of confi- 
dence on the part of business and lack of faith in the fu- 
ture, part of which is undoubtedly due to the restrictive tax- 
ation on business and private enterprise. There seems a dis- 
tinct hope that there will be a revision in the tax on un- 
distributed earnings, which will tend to help the smaller 
business man particularly, and also a revision in the tax 
on capital gains, which now interfere with the natural eco- 
nomic flow. 

“If a satisfactory solution is reached and the country 
is placed on a basis of limiting its expenditures to its in- 
come, with the absence of retaliation or reprisal on the 
part of either business or government, and indeed with a 
constructive effort and cooperation on the part of both, 
there is no reason why American business should not re- 
sume the function it has played so well in the past, thru 
the mechanization of industry, of making possible the en- 
joyment of more goods for more people at less cost.’’ 

The question being asked everywhere today is ‘‘ Will 
this current recession be short or prolonged?’’ and the 
answer’ seems to be contained in the second paragraph of 
Mr. Swope’s comments as given above. 
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ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 

It is highly probable that Canadian Mines will show 
a slowing up of shipments during the first two months of 
1938, because European buyers have taken in substantial 
stocks before the close of navigation and in view of higher 
prices for the coming year. Japan has also taken large 
stocks of material. Production of raw asbestos from all 
sources will follow consumption and no large stocks will pile 
up anywhere. There is every indication that prices thruout 
the year from all producing sources will remain firm, 


ASBESTOS - MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Textiles. The situation in this market remains un- 
changed. Volume has dropped off considerably while prices 
remain firm, due to increasing costs. There is very little in- 
dication of increased volume in the near future. 

Paper and Millboard. Demand for paper is very 
light; millboard, however, shows fair demand mostly be- 
cause of Government purchases. Prices are holding well, a 
natural result of increased labor and raw material costs. 

Insulation. High Pressure. With the marked reces- 
sion in general business, especially those lines using iron 
and steel, insulations have gone along. Not so far nor so 
fast but plenty. Prices are firm. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. This market also shows very 
light demand now; shelves are rather completely stocked. 
Prices are steedy—but why not when the higher prices of 
asbestos fibres and the increased labor cost are considered. 

Asbestos-Cement Products. General business condi- 
tions and the off season, have reduced substantially the 
volume of asbestos-cement shingles sold during the past 
few weeks. Prospects for 1938 are somewhat uncertain al- 
tho insofar as the industry conditions and the product it- 
self are concerned, 1938 should be another good year for 
asbestos shingle volume if business in general picks up. 

Other asbestos cement products, such as wallboard, 
corrugated sheets, industrial products, ete., continue to en- 
joy satisfactory demand. 

The above comments have been received from various 
sources closely in touch with day to day conditions in the As- 


bestos market. Comments and opinions from our readers are

Building 


The volume of public expenditures for construction projects 
undertaken in November in the 37 Eastern States increased 20 
per cent when compared with October and 4 per cent compared 
with November of last year. This record, as reported by F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, represents a reversal of the declining trend 
of publicly-financed construction which has been in effect since 
last July. On the other hand, privately-financed construction 
during November declined 15 per cent which is somewhat more 
than seasonal from the October level. Total contracts including 
both public and private work amounted to $198,464,600 for No- 
vember which was 2 per cent below the October total and 5 per 
cent below November of last year. 

New contracts for the New York World’s Fair during No- 
vember were not responsible for the increased amount of public 
work reported; in fact, the World’s Fair contracts accounted for 
only $599,800 of the November total. However, this project will 
have greater influence upon future contract totals since only 
$11,550,500 of the estimated total has been awarded to date. 

Total contracts for the first eleven months of 1937 amounted 
to $2,703,672,400 as compared with $2,475,600,300 for the corre- 
sponding eleven months of last year, representing a gain of 9 
per cent. When segregated by classes of construction, this gain 
amounted to 17 per cent for residential building, 19 per cent for 
non-residential building and 38 per cent for public utilities. Con- 
struction of public works during this period declined 20 per cent. 





The final 1937 total for construction contracts awarded in 
the 37 Eastern States will be $2,900,000,000 or a little over, com- 
pared with $2,675,000,000 in 1936. Each month of 1937 thru Aug- 
ust gained over the corresponding month of 1936, while declines 
after August were very moderate. 

According to Thomas S. Holden, Vice President in charge 
of Statistics & Research, of F. W. Dodge Corporation, the dura- 
tion of the current minor recession is problematical and the 
new year promises to be one of stabilization of recovery rather 
than one of large volume increases. As the year opens the pros- 
pect seems to be for a total 1938 construction equal to a slight- 
ly less total than that of the year 1937.

Following the modern trend in factory design, it is a spacious 
and well-lit building. Practically all the front section is devoted 
to administrative offices and the despatch department. 

Adjoining the main building is the boiler house in, which 
is installed a boiler with a capacity of 6,000 lb. steam capacity 
per hour for the process work and heating the factory. Thruout 
the boiler room the firm has installed its own steam fittings 
so that, in addition to supplying steam, the plant is also used 
for service testing the company’s products. The new factory 
stands on a site of 28 acres, which allows ample room for future 
expansion.

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creased world demand for raw asbestos; the Bell mine in Can- 
ada is also experiencing a very satisfactory demand for its pro- 
duct; the asbestos textile manufacturing units, Turner Brothers 
Asbestos Company Limited of Rochdale, and J. W. Roberts Lim- 
ited, Leeds, have had a satisfactory year and have increased the 
volume of their business; at the Rochdale factory further ex- 
tensions are nearly completed and the new Asbestos Textiles 
Research Department is beginning to make itself felt in the de- 
velopment of new lines and improvement of existing products; 
a further addition has been made to the factory of Ferodo Lim- 
ited at Chap-en-le-Frith and the new building has been equipped 
with the latest machinery for the manufacture of Motor Ve 
hicle Fan Belts, on which production will shortly begin; exten- 
sions to other factories, and the establishment of new factories, 
particularly for the manufacture of asbestos-cement products 
have been begun at various points.

According to the article four 
grades of fibre will be produced, two of spinning and two of 
shingle. A 12 mile cableway will bring the asbestos to the rail- 
way. A full description of the enterprise is given in the article, 
including photographs and a drawing of the route of the aerial 
ropeway.
